“But life remains. Our dead 
have not died in vain. Your 
Abraham Lincoln said it a long. 
time ago, ‘It is for us, the liv- 
ing-—’ 

“The emphasis must be on life 
and rifom War may be pre- 
vented only by the living. Peace 
can be found only by the living. 
We must not allow death to con- 
demn life. 


Spiritual Revival 


“There is much talk from pul- 
pits, platforms and press about 
a spiritual revival, about moral 
recovery, and a return to God. 


“For the most part these are 
but catchword phrases used by 
special groups and the speakers 
almost never could explain, if 
pinned down, what they mean. 
They speak of returning to God 
as if He were fixed somewhere 
on the earth like a street corner 
or a milestone. 

“We hear on all sides that the 
struggle for survival already has 
begun. Yet all about us there 
is a denial of it. Our schools are 
pointed toward the future, a 
toward the end of things. ur 
schools and churches affirm a be- 
lief in a future here and in the 
hereafter. 

“Guns cannot create. Our 
friends, the Soviets, must be 
faced with weapons, to be sure, 
but weapons are not enough. 
Ideas survive guns. The words 
of the great teachers outlasted 
prison cells, torture and massa- 
cre. They have even withstood 
the arrogance and greed of some 
churchmen and religious organi- 
‘gations ostentatiously dedicated 
to God's service. 


Overflowing 

“All over the world we see the 
great currents of humanity a 
ing out of their channels whic 
for years have contained them, 
and overflowing ancient dikes, 
dams and levees built to control 
and direct them. Here we are 
closer to Asia than you, and fear 
runs through many because of 
Asia, though we know and un- 
derstand what the people want. 

“Your Woodrow Wilson knew 
it long ago. He had, in many 
ways, a better vehicle for world 

eace than the United Nations. 
Inder it, or within it, the yearn- 
ings of men for freedom gnd a 
share of the earth’s food and 
goods and its peace would have 
developed naturally. Now that 
the currents of life have washed 
away the old restrictions, peo- 
ples unable to grapple with gov- 
ernment and freedom are trying 
to eat their cake of freedom and 
have it too. 

“Guns will not restrict forever. 
Ideas alone will again put the 
currents of life into channels an@ 
restore order. Life must do the 
job, not death.

He does not have the 
power to hire and fire prison per- 
sonnel under State regulations.

pend the person under fire pend-' 


ing a hearing before the board. 
Presumably the “conflict” in 
statements referred to by Warren 
was in a report given by Warden 
R. C. Relihan and a special inves- 
tigator sent by the board to look 
into the charges. Relihan, who was 
in Atlanta when the incident oc- 
curred, was quoted as saying the 
two prisoners refused to work and 
that Holt struck one of them with 
his fist after the prisoner attacked 


him. His report indicated the pris-| 
oners returned to work and that. 


closed the incident. 

However, information reaching 
The Constitution, and backed by 
the special investigator's findings, 
stated that the beatings occurred 
in the prison sleeping quarters. A 
physician called to the camp re- 
ported finding “abrasions” on both 
prisoners, the special investigator 
added. 

Also in his preliminary report, 
Warren said both prisoners in- 
volved—Herman Webb, of Atlan- 
ta, and Edward Hitt, of Marietta 
were transferred to other camps. 
Hitt went to the Charlton Public 
Works Camp at Folkston, while 
Webb was sent to the incorrigible 
camp in Wayne County. 

Both prisoners are considered 
“trouble makers,” Warren de- 
clared. 

In the meantime, J. B. Hatchett, 
assistant director of corrections, 
mailed a warning to all State war- 
dens that “it is just as much a vio- 
lation of the law to whip a pris- 
oner as it is a violation of the law 
to steal or commit other criminal 
acts.”’ He continued: 


“In the event you or any officer 
in your camp is required to use 
force in maintaining custody or 
control of a prisoner, which of 
course will be necessary fron, 
time to time, that incident should 
be reported to this office by tele- 
phone immediately.

have a bad attitude toward their 
conviction, and it will be impossi- 
ble for them to adjust in a coun- 
ty camp,” Hatchett wrote. “These 
prisoners should be immediately 
reported to us to that we may 
transfer them to the Georgia State 
Prison or to the Incorrigible 
Prison Camp. 


“It is not believed that we have: 


any guards who are sadistic and 
who would derive pleasure out of 
mistreating prisoners. However 
you should investigate that pos- 
sibility, and if you have them 
they should be straightened out 
or immediately discharged. 

“As you well know, there are

NEW YORK, June 9—(INS)—The St. Louis 
Cardinals defied an order from Baseball Commis- 
sioner A. B. Chandler Friday that they cancel a 
scheduled Sunday night game with the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers. The Commissioner immediately 
indicated he will take action against St. Louis 
owner Fred Saigh, but wouldn’t say what such 


action-might be. 


Chandler sent Saigh a lengthy telegram out- 
lining his reasons for banning the introduction 
of Sunday night baseball in the majors. 

He said that playing a game during Sunday 
night church services “would not be in the best 
interests of baseball.” The Commissioner con- 


cluded: 


“You are hereby ordered to cance] at once 
any plans for playing this game.” 

Saigh’s defiance to the order came in the form 
of a telegram to the Commissioner, who now is 
in New York. The St. Louis owner stated flatly 
that “we Shall prepare to play the game as 
scheduled.” 

Chandler then said “Let them go ahead and 
play.” The Commissioner was asked what action 
he would take if his order was ignored. 

“No comment,” he said, “but it’s in the book.” 

He referred to baseball regulations which give 
him the power to handle such situations. 

The controversy stemmed from the Cardinals’ 
scheduling a split doubleheader of afternoon and 
night games with the Dodgers, Sunday, July 16.

The beatings also oc- 
cured right after a warden’s convention in 
Atlanta at which the State’s progress in 
improving its penal system excited much 
favorable comment.

The Public. 
Must Protect Itself 


In any strike involving a public service 
industry the issue simmers down to the 
question of whether the strikers’ interest 
or the public’s interest is dominant. In 
short, does a labor union, regardless of the 
‘merits of its case, have a right to deprive 
the public of essential services in order to 
achieve its point? . 

The Atlanta bus strike is bringing that 
question to the front in Georgia, just as 
the recent railroad strike has brought it 


- before the Congress, which is considering 


legislation to outlaw strikes on the rail- 
roads. 

Public utilities often are monopolies or 
near-monopolies. At least they operate 
with the consent of the people through 
regularly constituted authorities which 
regulate their activities, prescribe rates 
and assure the public that adequate serv- 
ice will be available. But public service 
commissions have no authority over un- 
ions which now have the power to disrupt 
altogether the service which the people, 
through their governments, have gone to 
great lengths to create and maintain. 

Labor unions in public service indus- 
tries have a monopoly. Is it less reason- 
able that this monopoly also should be reg- 
ulated by law? The public is little con- 
cerned over whether a disruption of serv- 
ice is caused by a strike or failure of the 
operating concern. The public requires 
service. It has a right to demand that 
service be continued regardless of the dis- 
putes between the franchise holder and its 
employees. 

Just as irresponsibility of public utilities 

ears ago brought on governmental regu- 
lation of the companies, so now the irre- 
sponsible leadership of the railroad fire- 
men’s union is bringing demands for fed- 
eral outlawing of rail strikes and Jesse 
Walton’s irresponsible conduct of the At- 
lanta transit strike is bringing crystalizing 
sentiment for a public-utility antistrike 
law in Georgia. It is the public’s only way 
of protecting itself.

Prompt and Proper Discipline 


The State Department of Corrections is 
aware of that. Even before yesterday’s ac- 
tion was announced, a letter signed by J. 
B. Hatchett, Assistant Director, went out 
to all wardens in the State calling the Cof- 
fee incident “a severe blow to all of us in 
the prison system who are working so hard 
to make Georgia’s prison system the best 
in the nation.” 

Mr. Hatchett asked all wardens to call 
a conference of their deputies and guards 
and explain to them that “it is just as much 
a violation of the law to whip a prisoner 
as itis... to steal or commit other criminal 
ag 

Obviously, the duties of wardens and 
guards are not easy. The two prisoners 
involved in the Coffee beatings, Herman 
Webb, of Atlanta, and Edward Hitt, of 
Marietta, were known as troublemakers. 
Some prisoners provoke trouble with 
guards in a calculated effort to make them 
lose their tempers. , 

But there have been many reports, over 
a period of months, that all was not well at 
the Coffee County camp. The beatings 
were a culmination of a long series of re- 
ported disturbances there. We hope steps 
now being taken will prevent a repetition 
of the occurrence.

House Ways and Means Committee which 
has been plodding for months through pro- 
posals for reducing wartime excise taxes 
and cautiously drawing a bill which it 
hopes will be accepted by the President. 

Unless the House picks up _ speed, 
though, there may be no action at all this 
year. Sen. Lucas said the other day that 
if the House bill failed to reach the Senate 
by July 1 there would be little chance of 
that body acting at the current session. 
That would be tragic. 

Mr. Truman called for excise tax reduc- 
tions in January. He also gave Congress 
the difficult task of making up any reve- 
nue loss by increased taxes in other fields, 
generally understood to mean raising cor- 
poration tax rates. 

The tax-cutters are in a dilemma. If they 
turn in a bill calling for excise tax reduc- 
tions without a compensating increase in 
revenue the President may veto it. If they 
increase corporation taxes, even by a small 
percentage, that might be enough to turn 
the business cycle down, increasing unem- 
ployment, curtailing income and, finally, 
imperiling the already overdrawn national 
treasury. 

Congress cannot, in good conscience, 
allow wartime excise taxes to remain. 
These taxes were imposed more to curtail 
wartime demand for products and services 
than as revenue measures. Repeal after 
the war was promised. The war now has 


been over five years. Business in the lines 
affected is marking time, awaiting removal 
or reduction of the taxes. Buyers, too, are 
waiting. | 

Even by latest estimates, the federal 
treasury will be in the red by approxi- 
mately $4,000,000,000 at the end of the cur- 
rent fiscal year. Next year it may be much 
greater if the projected spending rate is 
maintained. Mr. Truman rightly insists 
that deficits be kept as low as possible. 


But new revenue from higher tax rates 
might easily unbalance the economic 
wheel. Instead of asking more taxes for 
more spending, the logical approach would 
be to make the necessary adjustments in 
excise taxes, let other tax rates stay where 
they are, and trim government spending to 
conform to what comes into the treasury. 
That solution, however, is not popular in 
Washington at the present time.

Yessir, every cloud has a silver lining and even a trolley 
strike can bring forth a citation for safety. I think next year’s 
award, which the Georgia Power Company will surely win 
again if the present fiasco continues, should go directly to Jesse 
Walton ... particularly if the prize is something he can use, 
such as a one-way ticket to Siberia.

. Supreme Court for the three decisions handed 

down this week on racial segregation at state university professional 

schools and in railroad dining cars. Their comments ranged from 

open defiance to serious misgivings over future rulings of the high 

tribunal which may seek to tear down the long-standing segregation 
practices existing in the public school systems of the South. 


Representative Eugene Cox, of Camilla, himself a former Su- 
perior Court judge, made perhaps the most succinct comment of 
the entire group. Without wasting words, he denounced the de- 
cisions with a single line: “The whole damn thing stinks.” 


Judge Cox is reserving more expensive comment for a major 
speech he is preparing to deliver on the floor of,the House, in which 
he plans to make a comprehensive review of the subject. Other 
Georgia members are expected to do the same thing later on. 

Senator Walter F. George, a former 


George Disturbed member of the State Supreme Court 


and the State Court of Appeals and a man who often has been men- 
tioned for a place on the high court of the land, made the most re- 
served comment of the group. 


Declaring that he was greatly disturbed by what the Supreme 
Court had done, he said: “Logically the decisions are just one step 
short of holding that any segregation of the races by the states is 
invalid. I am disturbed by the implications of the court’s edict. 
Undoubtedly efforts will now be made to bring other cases before 
the Supreme Court having as their aim the invalidation of all 
segregation practices®in the Southern states. The logic of the de- 
cisions just rendered is to open the door for the court to go all the 
way.” 


Russell Critical Senator Richard B. Russell severely criti- 

icized the court for its recent tendency 
to usurp the authority -of Congress to pass legislation bearing on 
controversial questions like segregation. 


“The court,” he said, “has followed its recent tendency to legis- 
late and to set itself up as the arbiter of customs within the states. 
If the reasoning in the Texas school case is applied throughout it 
can but mean that the court believes the separation of the races 
from the first grade in common schools and throughout our entire 
system of education is illegal. It is unfortunate that we have a 
court of last resort which has departed from precedent and its 
proper function to invade the field which has been reserved to the 
Congress in our scheme of government. It is arbitrary and poor 
law. Iam unhappy and disturbed by it.” 


‘(D: . Representative Paul Brown, of Elberton, said 
Riduculous it was ridiculous for the court to think such 
a ruling could be enforced in the South. He joined with Senator 
Russell and the others in denouncing the tribunal for assuming the 
authority of Congress in laying down laws which had never been 
approved by ,the legislative body. “ 


Representative Prince Preston, of Statesboro, described the rul- 
ing as “undoubtedly the most far-reaching decision handed down 
on segregation in the court’s history.” The “distressing” thing about 
it, he said, is that “the court has usurped the authority of Congress 
to legislate; it has done what the legislative branch has repeatedly 
refused to do.” 


But it was left to Representative James 
Str ong Language C. Davis, of Decatur, another former 
superior court judge, to denounce the highest tribunal in some of 


the strongest.language heard on the decisions. 

“From its high pedestal,” Judge Davis said, “this court has 
apparently descended to the status of a mere lackey boy whose 
primary function is to validate the racial theories and crackpot phi- 
losophies now being promulgated by the would-be world changers. 
The present personnel of the court seem determined to force their 
radical beliefs upon the country at all costs. They have done and 
are doing untold harm to good race relations. 

“The white people of Georgia, and of the South,” he declared, 
“are not going to school with blacks, or eat with them, or live with 
them. The Supreme Court decrees are not going to force these 
things on our people. We will live with our kind, eat with our kind, 


- go to school with our kind, and associate with our kind. I con- 


gratulate Governor Talmadge upon his prompt and vigorous protest 
and declaration. I am in hearty accord with it. 

“I denounce the three Supreme Court decisions on segregation 
as rank usurpation by the court of legislative functions which do 
not belong to that court, but which belong exclusively to Congress.” 

And so the comment ran pretty generally among Southern mem- 
bers. Other Georgia delegation members feel about the same way 
about the matter. While some were less defiant than others their 
sentiments on the segregation issue are about the same. All are 
concerned over the prospects of later Supreme Court decisions which 
try to uproot the segregation system in the South as its applies to 
public schools.

BRAISED PORK CHOPS 


Place chops in a heavy skillet. 
Heat slowly to brown. Turn to 
brown on both sides. Add 1 
tablespoon of water and cover. 
Cook very slowly until meat is 
well done—about 30 minutes for 
a 45-inch chop, 45 minutes to 
one hour for l-inch chop. Add 
a little more water if necessary; 
avoid too much water but keep 
chops moist, not dry. 


BAKED PORK CHOPS 


Have chops cut 1 to 1% inches 
thick. Season. 
half-inch layer of well seasoned 
bread, rice, prune or apple 
dressing. Place in a baking pan. 
Bake in a moderate oven (350 
degrees) for 45 to 50 minutes 
or until chops are well browned 
and thoroughly done.

are, because I know better than 
you do how to stave off the 
manifestations of physical de- 
generation—decay and loss of 
teeth, rheumatiz, hardening of 
the arteries. This is not a secret 
which I keep to myself. Bless 
your heart, no, I tell you all 
about it in the booklet The 
Seven Keys to Vite—for which 
you have only to send 25 cents 
and stamped self-addressed en- 
velope. 

On the other hand, because 
I’m a doctor perhaps I am a bit 
prejudiced about the periodic 
health examination business. 
That is, I may be inclined to 
urge examinations which are not 
really necessary or not worth 
your while, But I try to put my- 
self in your place and, I assure 
you, I get no thanks or credit 
of commission from any one for 
checkups made upon my recom- 
mendation. 

To the best of my recollection 
no doctor has ever: acknowl- 
edged or thanked me for refer- 
ring an applicant for a check- 
up. On the contrary I have been 
chagrined more than once to 
learn that a physician or spe- 
calist to whom I have sent in- 
quiries has expressed a low 
opinion of me and my column if 
the patient casually mentioned 
my name in the course of the 
interview. | 

This I believe with all my 
heart and soul. Every one old 
enough to read and write should 
visit his or her dentist at least 
once a year, better every six 
months, for examination of the 
teeth and prophylaxis or treat- 
ment of any trouble the dentist 
may discover. 

Theoretically I suppose I 
should recommend the same 
program in respect to general 
health—that is, that every ene 
should visit his or her physician 
at least once a year for a physi- 
cal or health examination and 
the proper advice or treatment 
for any trouble the physician 
may discover. In actual practice 
I doubt if it works as well as 
that. I mean to say that there 
are still too many \ysicians 
who either will not or cannot 
give a person a proper health 
examination when that person 
has “nothing the matter” or 
no particular complaint. 

I am unable to dissociate my 
own personal way of life from 
the program I recommend for 
you. I’m bound to confess that 
I have never in my life delib- 
erately sought a check-up or a 
medical examination, except on 
occasions when I applied for life 
insurance or an appointment or 
a commission. 

Who am I, then, to say that 
you poor geeks should spend 
your good money for health ex- 
aminations every year, when I 
have never seen fit to have such 
examinations myself? We 
again, I say I’m a doctor an 
I’m pretty confident I know 
more than you do about how 
to postpone cardio-vascular and 
other degenerations. If my con- 
fidence in my superior knowl- 
edge is warranted it must be 
admitted that I Fave less need 
for periodic heaith tests than 
you do. 

But my peculiar notions can- 
not minimize the value and ime 
portance of annual tests of a 
specimen of urine for sugar, 
of the ‘eyeground or interior of 
eyeball for early arteriosclerosis 
(physician can see the minute 
arteries with the ophthalmo- 
scope) and, in the case of a 
woman, examination for early 
signs of cervical cancer. 

These three tests are essential 
for persons over 40. If every 
body had such tests annually, a 
great many cases of diabetes, 
cardiovascular disease and can-~- 
cer would be discovered early 
enough to enable the physicians 
to save life or at least prolong

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Pine Tree Products 
Important Farm Crop 
In South Georgia 


By STILES A. MARTIN

One of the unusual “crops” in Georgia which is hardly con- 
— a farm crop, but which should be so regarded, is Naval 

res. 

The name is a misnomer because it involves tar, pitch and 
turpentine, obtained from the Pine tree. 

The name “Naval Stores’ was evidently given it because tar, 
pitch and turpentine were among the first ex- 
ports from the South after the English colonies 
were established here. The products became 
known in shipping circles as “Naval Stores” and 
the term has stuck, although the tendency in the 
South is to discard that name, except in collec- 
tive terms, and refer to “Gum resin and turpen- 
tine,’ "which the products are. 

Great Britain’s navy, as old as the country 
itself, was made up largely of wooden vessels 
and it was found that this marvelous “juice” 
from the pine tree sealed the cracks in the ves- 
sels and kept the water out. 

Therefore, export of the pine product to Eng- 

“ and from American Colonies dates back to the 
} tine,”. which the products are. 
were processed from these trees. 
England might have gotten the idea of seal- 
jam ing their vessels from the Bible account of Noah 
and the flood for in Genesis 6:14 we find this: 
“God said to Noah, ‘Make thee an Ark of gopher wood; rooms 
shalt thou make in the Ark, and shalt pitch it within and without 
with pitch’.” . 

So, apparently tar and pitch were produced from the pine tree 
as far back as Noah’s day and before the flood. 

Thoreau observed that the French made turpentine as early as 
1606, and Captain John Smith—of Pocahontas fame—in Virginia, 
gave instructions on turpentine production. “Pyne trees or ffirre 
trees are to be wounded within a yard of the grounde, or boare a 
hoal with an agar (auger) ... into the tree and lett yt runne into 
anye thinge that may receyve the same, and thatwch yssues owte 
wilbe Turpentyne. When the tree beginneth to runne softlye yt is 
to be stopped vp agayne for preserveinge the tree.” 

r Captain John was evidently conservation-minded even in those 
ays. 

The custom of taking the gum from the tree and using it, ap- 
parently is as old as the Pine tree itself. Yet it was developed by 
nature's way of trying to protect itself. , 

Just as any tree will try to heal over a wound in it, when the 
nine is scraped or chipped in the South, a flow of gum covers the 


ka 


“wound” in an effort to “cure” it. This attempt continues as long 
' as the “wound” exists and there is gum in the tree to supply the 
“medicine.” 

A newly cut-down pine does not have the gum in concentrated 
form and it is only as it flows to any “wound” on the tree that the 
fluid exerts itself. 

Pine trees are “worked” for naval stores in one-third of the 
state’s area, mostly in southeast Georgia, which has always been 
heavily covered with pine trees. 

Formerly, the trees were chipped pretty deep, with a deep 
“hox” to catch and hold the gum, cut at the bottom of the “run.” 
The gum was dipped from these “cups,” put into buckets, and 
transported to nearby “stills” which distilled the raw gum, con- 
verting it into rosin and turpentine. 

Rosin, while a residue of turpentine,.has the unusual distinc- 
tion of being, perhaps, as valuable as the main product, and also 
likely has more uses than turpentine. 

The late Dr. Herty perfected a metal cup in 1901 which is at- 
tached to the tree and catches the gum flow, without the tree being 
injured by the deep cut. That cup revolutionized the naval stores 
industry—that is, the method of collecting the gum and at the 
same time “saving” the tree. Further saving of the tree has been 
accomplished by the bark being scraped off so there will be a flow 
of gum, without a deep cut being made into the tree. Some cups 
made of clay are also used. 

These improved methods have tended to conserve the trees 
and at the same time improve the naval stores industry generally. 
Modern stills now process the gum into rosin and turpentine, com- 
pared with the former crude and community still. 

The pine gum flow is “heavy” in warm weather, therefore 
many South Georgia farmers own pine groves which are “turpen- 
tined” after he “lays by” his regular crop. At the same time, some 
30,000 “woods workers” in the State are engaged in “chipping” the 

ines and dipping the raw gum from the cups, or scraping it from 
he “face” of the tree.

His prize pasture right now is 
22 acres of bottomland which he 
planted in ladino clover and fes- 
cue last October. He applied 30 
tons of lime to the area, using also 
800 pounds of 18 percent phos- 
phate and 600 pounds of 6-8-6 per 
acre. 

On his pastures that cost him 
about $40 an acre to develop, 
Beasley raised out baby beeves 
that will weight 600 pounds at 
nine months old. He sold 18 of 
these young animals last year, 
grossing $2,100. 

In addition to his ladino and fes- 
cue bottomlands, Beasley has 
seven acres of fescue from which 
he harvested seed last year and 
again this Summer. Most of his 
seed were sold to other members 
of his class. 

eH also had 53 acres seeded to 
various mixtures of oats, rye grass, 
barley and crimson clover for tem- 
porary Winter grazing, most of 
this being followed by lespedeza 
and some by kudzu. 

Sidwell, who has built up a herd 
of 39 cattle and is now milking 25, 
says he’s “ashamed to talk about 
feed.”
